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KABUL,  Afghanistan  (AP)  — •  Soviet  troops  m  and 
around  Kabul  are  keeping  a  low  profile  but  the  grip  of 
their  occupation  on  Afghanistan  is  tight. 

Several  thousand  Soviet  and  East  German 
civilians  are  installed  as  “advisers”  in  government 
departments.  An  official  of  the  Transport  Ministry 
said  “they  are  helping  us  turn  Afghanistan  into  a  true 
socialist  country.” 

Kabul  International  Airport  has  become  a  major 
Soviet  military  air  base  with  heavy  traffic  of  fighter 
planes,  helicopter  gunships  and  troop  transports  tak¬ 
ing  priority  over  civilian  aircraft. 

Helicopters  in  groups  of  three  or  four  take  off 
regularly  for  patrol  flights  over  the  surrounding 
mountains  where  anti-communist  guerrillas  are 
believed  to  be  preparing  a  spring  offensive  against 
the  Russians.  At  least  six  Western  reporters  were 
refused  admission  when  they  landed  at  the  capital’s 


and  warned  their  visas  would  not  be  renewed. 

Several  reporters  avoided  the  official  taxis,  usually 
driven  by  men  believed  to  be  police  spies,  and  used 
private  taxi  drivers  instead.  Police  officially  warned 
those  drivers  Sunday  to  stop  working  for  the  “im¬ 
perialist  press”  or  risk  losing  their  licenses  and  their 
livelihoods.  The  state-run  press  and  radio  have  step¬ 
ped  up  a  campaign  against  the  United  States,  China, 
Pakistan  and  “Zionist  Egypt”  accusing  them  of  con¬ 
spiring  to  restart  the  cold  war,  destroy  the  socialist 
revolution  and  dismember  Afghanistan.  The  Soviet 
military  intervention  is  justified  as  “needed  to  ward 
off  imperialist  intervention  and  aggression.” 

Soviet-backed  President  Babrak  Karmal  is  not 
known  to  have  been  seen  for  more  than  a  week  out¬ 
side  the  “People’s  Palace,”  which  is  closely  guarded 
by  Soviet  troops.  Unverifiable  but  persistent  rumors 
spoke  of  a  gunfight  inside  the  palace  last  week  bet¬ 


ween  rival  members  of  the  ruling  Politburo. 
Diplomats  living  nearby  said  they  heard  bursts  of 
machine  gun  fire  inside  the  building.  The  official 
Bakhtar  News  Agency  said  Deputy  Premier  Sultan 
Ali  Kishtmand  was  flown  to  Moscow  on  Thursday  for 
emergency  medical  treatment. 

Kishtmand  is  known  to  be  a  bitter  personal  oppo¬ 
nent  of  Vice  President  Assadullah  Sarwari,  an 
orthodox  Marxist  and  former  chief  of  the  secret 
police.  Sarwari  reportedly  is  opposed  to  Karmal’s  ef¬ 
forts  to  give  the  regime  a  more  moderate  image. 

High  Soviet  military  and  civilian  officials  apparen¬ 
tly  were  trying  to  stifle  the  feuding  among  their 
Afghan  allies  with  little  immediate  success.  Non 
aligned  diplomats  said  the  Russians  leaned  toward 
Karmal’s  relatively  -moderate  line.  Sarwari  and  his 
many  followers  inside  the  regime  have  refused  so  far 
to  back  away  from  their  extreme  Stalinist  positions, 
the  diplomatic  sources  said.

O’Neill  III,  son  of  the  House  speaker, 
said  Kennedy  will  do  better  in  New 
Hampshire’s  Feb.  26  presidential 
primary  election  than  he  did  in  Maine. 

“Ted  Kennedy  stopped  the  train 
here,  a  fast-moving  train,”  O’Neill 
said. 

He  said  that  was  because  Kennedy 
came  much  closer  to  Carter  than  he 
did  in  Iowa’s  Jan.  21  Democratic 
caucuses.  The  challenger  lost  there  by 
a  2-1  margin. 

But  Powell  said  Kennedy  had  all  the 
advantages  in  Maine.  He  questioned 
where  Kennedy  can  win  “if  he  can’t 
win  here,” 

Brennan  insisted  that  the  advan¬ 
tages  were  with  Carter.  He  said  the 
president’s  campaign  spending  in 
Maine  doubled  Kennedy’s. 

Powell  said  Carter  would  have  im¬ 
proved  his  Maine  margin  had  he  cam¬ 
paigned  here.

Iranian  -President  Abolhassan  Bani- 
Sadr  was  quoted  Monday  by  a  French 
newspaper  as  saying  his  government  is 
no  longer  demanding  return  of  the, 
deposed  shah  before  the  release  of  the 
American  hostages  which  could  occur 
“perhaps  even  in  the  coming  days.” 

In  Tehran,  Ayatollah  Ruhollah 
Khomeini  marked  the  first  anniversary 
of  his  Islamic  revolution  in  Iran  by 
vowing  to  continue  battle  against  “the 
ruthless  devourer,”  the  United  States. 
He  made  no  mention  of  the  hostages,  ' 
who  marked  their  lQOth  day  in  cap¬ 
tivity. 

Masses  of  jubilant  Iranians 
celebrated  the  revolution’s  anniversary 
with  a  victory  parade  through  Tehran. 
The  crowd  was  so  great  a  grandstand 
collapsed,  killing  one  person  and  injur¬ 
ing  66  persons,  including  four  who  were 
hospitalized,  Tehran  radio  said.  It  said 
three  other  persons  in  the  crowd  were 
killed  when  they  were  hit  by  a  tank 
during  the  parade  of  security  forces. 

According  to  the  Paris  newspaper  Le 
Monde,  Bani-Sadr  said  the  release  of 
the  hostages  Was  possible,  “perhaps 
even  in  the  coming  days,”  if  the  U.S. 
government  acknowledged  its 
“crimes”  in  Iran  over  the  past  quarter 
century  and  pledged  to  stay  out  of  Ira¬ 
nian  affairs.  It  must  also  recognize 
Iran’s  right  to  “obtain  the  extradition 
of  the  shah  and  the  restitution  of  his 
fortunes,”  Bani-Sadr  was  quoted  as 
saying.  He  said  he  was  waiting  for 
Khomeini  to  make  a  decision  on  the 
proposal,  perhaps  in  the  next  few  days. 
The  militants’  opinion  on  the  proposal 
was  not  known. 

The  official  Paris  news  agency  said 
Bani-Sadr  had  been  misquoted  but  did 
not  say  what  the  alleged  misquote  was. 

In  Washington,  State  Department 
spokesman  Hodding  Carter  said  the 
United  States  will  not  “profess  guilt” 
for  its  record  in  Iran  as  part  of  a  deal  to 
win  release  of  the  hostages.  Carter 
ruled  out  that  possibility  when  he  was 
asked  about  the  statement  by  Bani- 
Sadr.  Carter  had  no  further  comment 


on  the  American  efforts  to  release  the 


According  to  the  newspaper,  Bani- 
Sadr  also  said: 

He  had  made  a  separate  proposal 
that  the  Americans  be  removed  in  the 
next  few  days  from  the  guard  of  the 
Islamic  militants  to  a  third  party.  He 
said  that,  too,  would  have  to  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Revolutionary  Council 
which  he  heads  as  well  as  by 
Khomeini. 

He  would  “never  resort”  to  violence 
against  the  Islamic  militants.  “In  the 
case  of  a  divurgence  of  views,  I  would 
eventually  go  to  the  U.S.  Embassy  to 


convince  them  to  fall  in  line  with  my 
view.” 

Said  he  favored  a  compromise  solu¬ 
tion  involving  both  some  form  of 
tribunal  to  investigate  U.S.  actions  in 
Iran  and  U.N.  Secretary-General  Kurt 
Waldheim’s  proposal  for  an  inter¬ 
national  commission  to  investigate  the 
shah’s  rule. 

Meanwhile,  a  U.N.  spokesman  said 
Waldheim’s  negotiations  for  release  of 
the  Americans  “are  at  a  very  sensitive 
stage.”  Spokesman  Rudolf  Stajduhar 
said  Waldheim  “is  very  closely  follow¬ 
ing  all  statements  by  President  Bani- 
rSadr,  including  the  statement  given  to 
Le  Monde.”

Utah’s  birthrate  for  mothers  between  15  and  19 
years  of  age  increased  20  percent  between  1970  and 
'  1978,  while  the  national  teenage  birthrate  decreased 
20  percent  during  the  same  period,  said  John 
Brockert,  director  of  the  Utah  Health  Statistics 
Bureau. 

The  rates  indicate  the  number  of  teenage  girls  who 
gave  birth  per  1,000  teenage  girls  in  the  populations 
considered. 

In  1978,  Utah  had  a  rate  of  68.8.  The  national  rate 
for  1977,  the  last  year  national  statistics  were  com¬ 
puted,  was  a  slim  44.6.

Abscam  is  the  FBI  code  name  for  the  16-month 
operation  that  resulted  in  allegations  that  about 
20  public  officials  and  10  businessmen  took  part  in 
bribery  attempts  by  undercover  agents  in  ex¬ 
change  for  promises  of  political  favors  or  other  ser¬ 
vices.

Taiwan  not  to  use  Chinese  flag 


ALBANY,  N.Y.  —  A  middle-level  appeals  court 
upheld  Thursday  £he  International  Olympic  Com¬ 
mittee  rules  requiring  that  Taiwan  athletes  who 
participate  in  the  Winter  Olympics  in  Lake  Placid 
must  not  use  the  flag  or  anthem  of  the  Republic  of 
China. 

If  upheld  by  higher  courts,  the  decision  could 
provoke  a  walkout  by  the  Taiwanese.  But  it  would 
clear  the  way  to  the  first  participation  ever  by  the 
Republic  of  China,  or  communist  China,  in  an 
Olympics. 

The  unanimous  decision  by  the  Appellate  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Supreme  Court  reversed  a  ruling  last 
Thursday  by  state  Supreme  Court  Justice  Nor¬ 
man  L.  Harvey  of  Plattsburgh. 

But  lawyers  for  the  Taiwanese  immediately 
headed  for  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  state’s 
highest  court,  to  file  an  appeal.  The  case  could  be 
heard  there  as  early  as  Tuesday,  the  first  day  of 
the  games  in  Lake  Placid. 


Olympic  boycott  still  considered 


LAKE  PLACID,  N.Y.  —  In  politically  distur¬ 
bed  Lake  Placid  on  the  eve  of  the  1980  Winter 
Olympics,  there  appeared  no  thawing  of  opposi¬ 
tion  Monday  to  a  U.S.  plea  to  pull  the  Summer 
Games  out  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  argument  over  whether  the  Summer  Olym¬ 
pics  should  be  held  in  Moscow  continued  before 
the  International  Olympic  Committee. 

With  the  Winter  Games  set  to  start  Tuesday, 
Robert  Kane,  president  of  the  U.S.  Olympic  Com¬ 
mittee,  again  presented  President  Carter’s  de¬ 
mand  that  the  Summer  Games  be  moved  from 
Moscow,  postponed  or  canceled  if  the  Soviets  do 
not  withdraw  their  troops  from  Afghanistan  by 
Feb.  20. 

Carter  has  said  he  will  ask  that  no  U.S.  team  be 
sent  to  Moscow  if  his1  conditions  are  not  met.  U.S. 
officials  abroad  have  lobbied  other  friendly 
governments  to  take  the  same  stand.

State's  refineries  dispute  power 

SEATTLE  —  California  utilities  will  be  forced 
to  burn  one  million  barrels  of  imported  oil  so  that 
aluminum  refineries  in  the  Northwest  can  receive 
cheap  hydro-power,  two  California  officials  say. 

Russell  Schweikart,  chairman  of  the  California 
Energy  Commission,  and  John  Bryson,  chairman 
of  the  California  Public  Utility  Commission,  made 
the  charge  in  a  telegram  to  Energy  Secretary 
Charles  Duncan. 

They  asked  Duncan  to  block  a  Bonneville  Power 
Administration  demand  for  repayment  of  570 
million  kilowatt-hours  of  electricity  from  the  coal- 
fired  steam  plant  at  Centralia  and  the  N  Reactor 
at  the  Hanford  nuclear  reservation. 

Their  telegram  said  the  repaid  power  would  be 
used  to  continue  providing  cheap  electricity  to 
aluminum  refineries  “which  presently  owe  the 
Bonneville  system  up  to  800  million  kilowatt- 
hours  of  electricity.” 

They  say  that  repaying  the  power  would  require 
California  utilities  to  burn  “one  million  barrels  of 
imported  oil”  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $40  million 
in  violation  of  federal  policy. 

“It’s  a  clear  case  of  a  regional  vested  interest 
running  contrary  to  the  national  interest,”  they 
said..  “We  shouldn’t  have  to  bum  oil.”

In  contrast  to  the  LDS  Church,  Utah’s  Planned 
Parenthood  Association  advocates  the  use  of  con¬ 
traceptives  as  well  as  improved  parental  guidance  to 
decrease  teenage  pregnancies. 

Beginning  last  year,  some- Utah  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  have  been  trained  by  Planned  Parenthood  to 
direct  sexually  active  teenagers  to  agencies  which 
provide  counseling  and  may  provide  them  with  con¬ 
traceptives  without  parental  consent. 

Laura  Stowell,  the  Planned  Parenthood  youth 
program  director,  said  there  are  currently  four  stu¬ 
dents  working  in  the  program  and  future  expansion  of 
the  program  is  uncertain. 

.  “If  an  individual  has  made  a  decision  to  be  sex¬ 
ually  active  and  they  want  to  use  contraceptives, 
they  should  have  that  right  no  matter  what  their 
age,”  Mrs.  Stowell  said. 

“If  they  had  to  get  parental  consent,  that  may  stop 
them  from  getting  contraceptives  but  it  may  not  stop 
them  from  getting  pregnant,”  she  said. 

In  1976,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  minors 
could  be  given  contraceptives  without  their  parents’ 
permission,  she  added. 

The  Utah  Association  of  Women  is  developing 
several  programs  using  the  media  and  the  school 
system  to  try  to  reduce  the  teenage  pregnancy  rate. 

“Unlike  Planned  Parenthood,  we  stress  the  moral 
dimension  of  the  problem.  We  stress  abstinence 
rather  than  contraceptives,”  said  Jaynann  Payne, 
teenage  pregnancy  committee  chairwoman. 

“We’re  trying  to  hit  from  the  angle  that  it  is,  just 
smart  to  wait  —  even  if  you’re  not  religious,”  she  con¬ 
tinued. 

“We  want  to  appeal  to  all  people.  We  want  data 
and  facts,  not  just  the  Bible’s  commandment  to  be 
chaste.” 

Mrs.  Payne  said  her  association  has  collected 
studies  and  statistics  documenting  the  adverse 
physical  and  psychological  consequences  of  teenage 
sexual  activity. 


The  association  is  now  in  the  process  of  developing 
a  series  of  television  programs,  several  radio  commer¬ 
cials^  curriculum  for  high  school  students  and  night 
classes  for  parents  on  preventing  teenage  sexual  ac¬ 
tivity. 

Mrs.  Payne  said  the  media  programs  will  be 
presented  in  the  spring  to  major  corporations  for 
funding  as  community  service  projects.  Some  cor¬ 
porations  have  already  indicated  a  preliminary 
willingness  to  sponsor  the  programs. 

Programs  involving  the  school  system  will  also  be 
presented  in  the  spring  to  the  Utah  State  School 
Board  and  the  Utah  Parents  and  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  in  late  spring.  fii 

The  Utah  State  Board  of  Education  is  independen¬ 
tly  trying  to  determine  how  to  approach  the 
skyrocketing  number  of  pregnant  junior  and  senior 
high  school  students. 

i  Morris  Rowley,  special  projects  director  for  the 
board,  is  preparing  a  survey  to  be  taken  this  spring  of 
a  large  sampling  of  teenage  parents,  parents  of 
teenage  parents,  and  school  teachers  and  counselors. 

The  survey  will  ask  for  possible  explanations  for 
Utah’s  rise  in  teenage  pregnancy  and  suggestions  for 
ways  schools  might  help  stop  the  pregnancy  increase. 

“This  is  a  society  problem,  a  family  problem,  a 
school  problem  and  a  church  problem,”  Rowley  said. 
“We  all  have  a  chunk  of  it. 

“The  schools  can’t  solve  it  alone,  the  LDS  Church 
can’t  solve  it  alone.  Parents  can’t  sit  back  and  wait 
for  the  church  or  school  to  solve  it,”  he  concluded. 

The  statistics  are  clear.  Too  many  Utah  girls  are 
getting  pregnant  too  young.  But  whether  or  not  the 
assistance  offered  to  families  by  the  new  programs 
will  reduce  or  even  slow  the  rising  pregnancy  rate 
remains  to  be  seen. 

“Even  when  help  is  offered,  the  ones  who  need  it 
often  don’t  come,”  observed  Margaret  Cannon,  Provo 
City  PTA  president.  “Changes  are  not  going  to  hap¬ 
pen  overnight.”

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Alcohol  abuse  program  begins  in  Provo

A  program  has  been  introduced  to  the  Provo  area  which 
helps  the  family  and  friends  of  an  alcoholic  cope  with 
problems  associated  with  alcohol  abuse. 

Because  treatment  for  the  family  is  done  right  in  the 
home,  the  project  is  called  the  Cottage  Program.  It  was 
started  in  Febuary  1972  by  Bernell  N.  Boswell,  presently 
executive  director  of  the  program. 

“I  had  problems  with  drinking,  but  when  I  saw  the  effect 
it  was  having  on  my  five  children  I  sought  help  to  overcome 
the  problem,”  Boswell  said.  It  was  while  he  was  undergoing 
treatment  that  the  idea  of  a  program  for  the  family  was  for¬ 
mulated. 

Boswell  said  after  he  underwent  treatment  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Utah  he  became  a  counselor  at  the  center.  “I  saw 
very  quickly  that  it  wasn’t  the  person  who  had  the  problem 
that  would  call  in,  but  somebody  who  was  close  to  him. 

“I  began  to  see  that  the  ones  who  were  around  the  drinker 
had  problems  too,  and  out  of  this  the  idea  for  the  Cottage 
Program  was  bpm.” 

“Historically,”  he  said,  “it  was  10  LDS  students  from  the 
U  of  U  who  volunteered  and  helped  get  the  program  off  the 
ground.” 

The  project,  he  added,  is  funded  by  grants  from  the 
federal  and  Utah  State  governments.  The  program  also 
receives  funds  from  private  contributions.  “We  receive  con¬ 
tributions  from  the  Skaggs  Corporation  and  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad,  among  others,”  he  said. 

In  the  eight  years  since  the  beginning  of  the  Cottage 
Program,  it  has  been  started  in  19  states  and  22  com¬ 
munities.  “We  have  five  paid  staff  members,  including 
myself,  who  keep  the  program  running,  but  the  more  than 
40  volunteers  across  the  state  of  Utah  really  do  all  the 
work,”  he  said. 

One  out  of  four  people  in  Utah  are  affected  by  alcoholism 
in  some  way  or  another,  Boswell  said.  He  said  that  there  are 
120,000  children  emotionally  handicapped  because 
someone  close  to  them  drinks. 

This  is  who  we  want  to  help,  he  said.  “We’ve  taught 


children  as  young  as  8  years  old  how  to  cope  with,  and  help 
the  problem  drinker.” 

“By  providing  education  direct  to  the  family  members, 
most  particularly  the  children,  the  program  is  able  to 
significantly  reduce  behavioral  problems  which  can  be 
linked  in  a  causative  capacity  to  the  person  with  the 
problem,”  Boswell  said. 

He  said  the  program  teaches  the  family  and  other 
associates  what  to  do  and  what  not  to  do  for  the  alcoholic. 
“Allow  the  drinker  to  suffer  the  consequenses,”  he  said. 
“Don’t  cover  up  for  him,  and  don’t  put  him  down  or  nag 
either.” 

“The  best  way  to  change  the  behavior  of  another  in¬ 
dividual  is  to  change  your  own  behavior,”  he  counseled. 
“As  the  alcoholic  sees  the  people  around  him  change, 
sometimes  his  behavior  begins  to  change,  but  this  is  not 
guaranteed.” 

A  recent  survey  conducted  by  the  American 
Businessmen’s  Research  Foundation  showed  that  there  are 
now  more  than  11  million  problem  drinkers  in  the  United 
States. 

Further  research  found  that  workers  with  drinking 
problems  are  sick  three  times  more  often  than  other  em¬ 
ployees,  have  two  to  four  times  more  on-the-job  accidents 
and  have  four  to  six  times  more  accidents  off  the  job. 

This,  he  said,  “costs  industry  an  estimated  $26  billion 
annually  in  time  lost,  low  morale,  wasted  time  of  others 
and  damage  to  customer  relations.” 

A  survey  done  for  the  National  Institute  of  Alcohol  Abuse 
and  Alcoholism  showed  that  more  than  one-fourth  of  the 
nation’s  teenagers  are  problem  drinkers,  and  that  fewer 
than  18  percent  of  the  nation’s  17-year  olds  have  never 
taken  a  drink. 

The  survey  also  showed  that  one-fourth  of  the  13-year 
olds  surveyed  could  be  classified  as  moderate  drinkers,  and 
that  nearly  half  of  all  students  surveyed  (13,000  youths  in 
450  schools)  said  they  had  been  drunk  within  the  past  year. 

He  said  the  reason  a  person  resorts  to  drinking  is  that  it 
dissolves  anxiety,  removes  loneliness,  reduces  tensions  and 
temporarily  solves  problems. 


Town  buys

“This  is  a 
yearly  contract  for  police  sup¬ 
port  in  Genola,”  said  Lyman. 

Genola  is  a  town  of  750  peo¬ 
ple,  located  at  the  southern  tip 
of  Utah  Lake,  said  Gene  Carly, 
assistant  to  the  county  com¬ 
missioners.  Because  the  town 
has  no  police  force,  the  citizens 
make  arrangements  for  the 
county  sheriffs  department  to 
patrol  the  area.  i 

Some  of  the  duties  which 
police  services  perform  within 
the  Genola  boundaries  include 
preservation  of  the  public 
peace,  crime  prevention,  detec¬ 
tion  and  arrest  of  offenders,  riot 
suppression  and  protection  of 
persons  and  property.  While  the 
sheriff  and  his  deputies  are  per¬ 
forming  these  duties  the  Genola 
Town  Board  controls  their  ac¬ 
tivities. 

According  to  the  contract, 
Genola  will  pay  to  Utah  County 
the  sum  of  $1,753.92  in  return 
for  a  total  of  112  police  hours. 
The  contract  will  terminate  on 
Dec.  31,  when  the  agreement 
will  be  renegotiated.

Vance  said  questions 
from  passersby  range 
from  “Is  French 
separatism  really 
prevalent  in  Canada?” 
to  “Do  you  really  live  in 
igloos?” 

Vance  said  the  Cana¬ 
dian  display,  like  many 
International  Week  dis¬ 
plays,  will  change  each 
day.  “We  have  so  much 
material,  we  can’t  put  it 
out  all  at  once.” 

The  Thailand  dis¬ 
play’s  revolving  exhibit 
took  approximately  two 
weeks  to  construct,  said 
Olarn  Omune.  He  said 
the  most  frequently 
asked  question  of  the 


Thailand  exhibit 
workers  was,  “Where  is 
the  country?” 

Angela  Hui  said  the 
China  mini-embassy 
will  highlight  a  different 
area  of  Chinese  culture, 
such  as  food,  music  and 
art,  each  day  of  the 
week. 

Although  native  stu¬ 
dents  contribute  most  of 
the  material  used  in  the 
display,  Miss  Hui  said  a 
local  Chinese  store  has 
also  loaned  items. 

Miss  Hui  said  many 
returned  missionaries 
from  China  stop  to  visit 
the  booth  and  converse 
in  Chinese. 

Instead  of 

representing  a  country, 
the  Esperantujo  display 
gives  information  about 
a  neutral,  universal 
language. 

Paul  Kern  said  Es¬ 
perantujo  can  be  learned 
in  about  one-fifth  of  the 
average  learning  time 
for  other  languages.  This 
is  because  of  its  single 
verb  form  and  lack  of 
irregulars. 

Kern  said  an  in¬ 
troductory  Esperantujo 
class  will  be  offered  at, 
BYU  in  the  fall. 

Students  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  stop  by  the 
displays,  ask  questions 
and  find  out  about  other 
cultures,  said  Irene 
Johnson,  International 
Week  chairwoman. 
“Through  a  better 
education  of  other  coun¬ 
tries,  we  can  hopefully 
gain  a  better  un¬ 
derstanding  and 
relationship.” 


The  Provo  City  Fire 
Department  reported 
that  a  fire  Saturday 
night  injured  two  men 
and  caused  an  estimated 
$15,000  damage  to  the 
building  and  contents  at 
Megadiamond. 

Lt.  David  Gill  of  the 
Provo  Fire  Department 
said  the  blaze  started 
when  a  spark  from  a  buf¬ 
fing  machine  ignited  the 
acetone  that  three  custo¬ 
dians  were  using  to  strip 
wax  and  sealer  off  the 
floor.  The  acetone  ex¬ 


ploded,  throwing  flames 
on  two  of  the  men. 

Rafael  Vera,  46,  of  227 
West  Lane,  Provo,  and 
Julio  Naumann,  36,  of 
Orem  were  taken  to 
Utah  Valley  Hospital  to 
be  treated  for  second 
and  third  degree  burns 
on  their  hands  and  legs. 

Both  men  were  in 
satisfactory  condition 
Monday  evening.  Vera 
said  he  would  be  in  the 
hospital  for  at  least  two 
more  weeks.  He  re¬ 
quested  that  visitors  call 


his  family  rather  than 
coming  to  see  him. 

David  R.  Hill, 
manager  of  Megadia¬ 
mond,  said,  “The  men 
shouldn’t  have  been  us¬ 
ing  the  acetone.” 

However,  Vera  said, 
“It  was  necessary  to  use 
the  acetone  because  the 
old  wax  was  not  coming 
off  fast  enough.” 

Vera,  the  supervisor, 
attempted  to  put  out  the 
fire  with  an  ex¬ 
tinguisher,  but  was  un¬ 
able  to  get  it  under  con¬ 
trol.  Soon  after  their 


arrival,  Provo  firemen 
had  the  fire  under  con¬ 
trol. 

Vera  also  works  as  a 
custodian  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse.

Three  Mi/e  Island  reactor 
leaks  radioactive  water 


MIDDLETOWN,  Pa. 
(AP)  —  A  cooling 
system  containing 
highly  radioactive  water 
sprung  a  leak  Monday  at 
the  Three  Mile  Island 
nuclear  power  plant, 
and  Sen.  John  Heinz 
said  he  learned  that  it 
resulted  in  the  escape  of 
some  radioactive  kryp¬ 
ton  gas. 

Plant  officials  and  the 
U.S.  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission  had  said 
there  was  no  measurable 
release  of  radioactive 
material  outside  the 
damaged  plant  when  the 
leak  spilled  as  much  as 
1,000  gallons  of  water  in- 
side  an  auxiliary 
building. 

But  Heinz,  R-Pa., 
said  he  toured  the  plant 
following  the  leak  and 
was  told  of  the  krypton 
release  by  control  room 
operator  Dick  Wilson. 

“It  appears  there  was 
a  release  of  approx¬ 
imately  300  millicuries 
of  krypton  gas  ...  It  was 


released  into  the  at¬ 
mosphere,”  Heinz  said. 

Sandy  Polon,  head  of 
the  plant’s  public  rela¬ 
tions  office,  said  he- 
knew  of  no  such  dis¬ 
charge,  but  said  the 
amount  described  by 
Heinz  would  be  very 
small. 

“Three  hundred 
millicuries  is  about  a 
third  of  a  curie,  and 
there’s  53,000  curies  in 
the  containment 
building,”  Polon  said, 
referring  to  the  huge 
separate  building  that 
houses  the  plant’s 
damaged  reactor. 

In  Washington,  NRC 
spokesman  Frank  In¬ 
gram  said  no  krypton 
gas  had  been  detected  at 
various  measuring  sta¬ 
tions  outside  the  plant. 

Authorities  earlier 
said  the  leakage  of  con¬ 
taminated  water  posed 
no  health  threat. 

“The  leak  has  been 
isolated  and  stopped. 
The  water  has  been  con¬ 


tained  inside  the  aux¬ 
iliary  building,”  said 
John  Collins,  bead  of 
operations  at  the  NRC’s 
office  here. 

“There  has  been  no 
indication  of  airborne 
activity  off  side.  There 
was  no  danger  to  any  of 
the  workers  on  the 
island  or  off  the  island,” 
he  added. 

However,  the  aux¬ 
iliary  building,  which 
adjoins  the  building  that 
houses  the  severely 
damaged  reactor,  was 
evacuated  during  what 
plant  officials  called  the 
“local  emergency.” 

Eleven  workers,  wear¬ 
ing  protective  clothing 
and  breathing  gear,  were 
inside  at  the  time.

Gunn  sparks  Y

For  many  athletes,  national  recogni¬ 
tion  would  be  a  dream  come  true.  But 
for  BYU’s  Tina  Gunn,  who  leads  the 
nation  in  scoring  for  women’s  basket¬ 
ball,  the  main  objective  is  to  win  ball 
games  —  no  matter  who’s  doing  the 
scoring. 

“My  objective  is  to  win  and  if  it  hap¬ 
pens  that  I  score  that  many  points  do¬ 
ing  it  then  that’s  what  happens.  I  don’t 
set  a  goal  for  how  many  points  to 
score,”  said  the  6-5  center,  adding  that 
if  she  shoots  a  good  percentage,  “the 
points  will  come.” 

Leading  the  nation  with  a  30.7  scor¬ 
ing  average,  Ms.  Gunn  said  the  team 
feelings  are  still  very  much  the  same. 
“Our  offense  is  designed  to  go  to  me 
because  it’s  been  our  strength  in  the 
past. 

“But  in  Saturday’s  game  against 
New  Mexico,  I  was  sick  and  could 
barely  walk.  So  Jean  Hershburger, 
Jeanette  .  Weston,  and  Jackie  Beene 
went  opt  there  and  did  the  job. 

“The  ball  doesn’t  have  to  come  into 
me,  but  that’s  our  first  objective  right 
now  because  it’s  a  higher-percentage 
shot,”  explained  the  senior  center. 
“It’s  been  our  original  design  to  get  the 
ball  into  me  for  the  best  shot.” 

Consequently,  many  spectators 
know  that  BYU  has  beat  its  opponents 
handily.  But  is  the  league  tough 
enough  for  the  6-5  center? 

Tina  responded,  “You  play  as  well 
as  your  competition  and  play  up  to 
what  your  competition  forces  you  to 
play.  The  league  is  getting  stronger 
and  our  pre-season  was  an  excellent 
marker  for  me.  We’ve  played  the 
California  and  Eastern  teams  and  we 
held  our  own.” 

Tina  will  represent  BYU  at  the 
Olympic  tryouts  to  be  held  in  March  if 
the  United  States  decides  not  to 
boycott  the  games. 

“I  agree  with  President  Carter.  I 
think  we  need  to  boycott.  As  an 
American,  I  would  not  go  into  that 
country  because  it’s  not  safe.”  The 
native  from  Florida  went  on  to  say, 
“Communists  traditionally  have  never 
liked  Americans  and  if  they  take  an 
American  athlete  as  a  hostage  then  a 
hostage  situation  could  develop  very 
easily  and  that’s  not  too  appealing  to 


She  agrees  with  Carter’s  decision  to 
boycott  “because  even  though  you 
need  to  keep  politics  out  of  the  Olym¬ 
pics  it  can  never  be  done.” 

Gunn  said,  however,  “I’d  be  sad  if 
the  Olympics  were  cancelled  because 
I’ve  been  working  all  my  life  virtually 
to  have  that  opportunity  —  but  some 
things  you  just  can’t  control. 

“This  is  the  end  of  my  career  and  if 
it  happens  that  the  Olympics  are  held 
and  I  can  be  a  member  of  the  team, 
then  that  would  be  fantastic.  But  if 
not,  that’s  it.” 

Getting  back  to  action  on  the  court, 
Gunn  boasts  of  her  enjoyment  on  this 
year’s  team. 

“I’m  excited.  We’ve  had  a  super 
group  of  kids.  We’ve  been  working 
since  September  in  a  conditioning 
program  set  up  by  Assistant  Coach, 
Dave  Porter,  and  it  was  a  fantastic 
program.”  The  star  center  added,  “We 
developed  a  closeness  during  con¬ 
ditioning  because  we  were  always  pull¬ 
ing  for  each  other  during  our  workouts 

—  and  those  were  wicked  workouts. 
Now  we  can  see  it’s  all  been  worth  it.” 

She  says  the  potential  of  the  team  is 
unlimited  and  praises  Coach  Courtney 
Leishman’s  recruiting  program  as 
“strong,  because  every  year  we’ve  out¬ 
played  ourselves  for  him.”  Ms.  Gunn 
said  players  from  previous  years  have 
not  made  the  team  because  incoming 
talent  was  so  much  better.  “That’s  the 
sign  of  a  good  program.” 

Off  the  court,  Ms.  Gunn  is  busy 
preparing  goals  for  her  future  life. 

“Yes,  I’m  engaged  to  be  married  in 
August  if  we  don’t  have  the  Olym¬ 
pics,”  she  said.  She  plans  to- graduate 
in  December  in  chemical  engineering 
“and  hopefully  work  in  the  industry  for 
a  few  years  or  maybe  in  research.” 

Ms.  Gunn  concluded  with  her  feel¬ 
ings  about  being  the  nation’s  top 
scorer.  “Scoring  and  keeping  my 
average  up  doesn’t  matter  to  me.  If  it 
did,  I  would  have  told  my  coach  in 
Saturday’s  game  against  New  Mexico 
not  to  play  me  since  I  was  so  sick.  But  I 
told  him  that  if  he  wanted  me  to  play 
and  needed  me  to  win  that  I’d  do  it.” 

She  said  she  plays  because  it’s  fun. 
“We’ve  got  a  good  team  and  we  want 
to  be  successful,”  she  said.  “But  I’m 
not  out  there  to  maintain  a  certain  stat 

—  I  don’t  play  for  stats.”

Betioli  was  selected  as  the  most  outstanding 
female  athlete  with  her  record  jump.

Premier  distance  runner  Agberto 
Guimareas  was  first  in  the  mile  run  with  a  time  of 
4:04.6,  Doug  Padilla  also  finished  with  a  first  place  in 
the  three  mile  with  a  time  of  13:26.1.  Second  place 
finishers  for  the  Cougars  were  Chris  Child  in  the  pole 
vault  with  a  16-6  effort,  Linda  Bourn  with  a  time  of 
8.29  in  the  55  meter  high  hurdles,  Larry  Lawrence, 
who  finished  just  behind  teammate  Guimareas  in  the 
mile  run  with  a  time  of  4:05.6,  and  Rafael  Echevarria 
in  the  men’s  55  meter  hurdles.

An  Australian-born  clothing  designer,  who  holds 
the  privilege  of  having  his  fabric  designs  recognized 
as  art,  will  be  at  BYU  and  will  speak  in  the  Provo 
Utilities  Building  Thursday  evening. 

Douglas  Ram  Samuj  has  established  himself  as  one 
of  the  top  fabric  designers  in  the  nation  today.  His 
fabric  has  been  accepted  as  fine  art  in  galleries  in 
Australia  and  has  many  of  his  designs  on  display  in 
museums  throughout  the  U.S. 

Although  it  is  a  privilege  to  be  able  to  display  his 
fabrics  in  museums,  Samuj  prefers  hanging  them  on 
humans  in  the  form  of  clothing. 

His  fabrics  have  been  sold  to  famous  people  such  as 
Frank  Sinatra,  Mary  Tyler  Moore  and  Elizabeth 
Taylor.  Designers  such  as  Halston,  Edith  Head  and 
Holly  Harp  have  also  used  Samuj’s  fabrics. 

The  designer  of  Indian  descent  creates  all  his 
materials  in  a  one-man  salon  in  Beverly  Hills,  Calif. 
“I  do  everything  myself,  from  cutting  the  wood  block 
prints  for  my  designs,  to  the  strenuous  tests 
developed  for  my  fabrics,”  he  said. 

Samuj  uses  vegetable  rather  than  synthetic  dyes  ig 
most  of  his  work  to  achieve  desired  colors  for  his 
designs.  “Because  of  the  vegetable  dyes,  sometimes

during  the  summer  my  salon  smells  just  like  a  jam 
factory,”  he  said. 

When  his  creation  is  completed,  he  sells  his 
materials  in  four  to  six  yard  bolts,  for  approximately 
$200.  If  the  material  is  purchased  by  a  designer  and 
fashioned  into  a  garment,  it  may  sell  for  a  price 
anywhere  from  $425  to  $2,500. 

When  not  in  his  salon  creating  new  designs,  Samuj 
enjoys  going  out  on  the  lecture  circuit.  Even  when  he 
is  lecturing,  Samuj  is  careful  to  choose  whom  he  ad¬ 
dresses.  He  feels  that  the  school  he  speaks  at  must 
have  something  to  offer  to  the  fashion  world  or  his 
time  will  be  wasted. 

Mrs.  Doris  Wright,  instructor  in  the  clothing  and 
textiles  department  of  the  college  of  family  living, 
said,  “We  feel  very  honored  to  have  Mr.  Samuj  here 
at  BYU  to  speak  to  us.” 

Mrs.  Wright,  adviser  to  the  Fiber  to  Fashion  Club 
which  is  sponsoring  Samuj’s  visit  to  BYU,  said,  “We 
have  planned  to  have  him  speak  in  the  Provo  Utilities 
Auditorium  so  he  has  room  to  display  his  works  and 
also  in  order  that  those  attending  may  purchase  his 
designer  fabrics  if  they  wish  to.”

Call  in  orders  welcome 
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Car  insurance

College  students  are  notorious  for  doing  without, 
and  when  it  comes  to  auto  insurance,  that  habit 
sometimes  gets  them  into  legal  and  financial  trou¬ 
bles. 

“There  are  a  tremendous  number  of  students  here 
(at  BYU)  without  even  liability  coverage,  and  that’s 
strictly  illegal,”  said  Steve  Forbes,  financial  assistant 
to  the  Ombudsman.  Forbes,  a  graduate  student  from 
San  Jose,  Calif.,  working  on  his  master’s  in  American 
Studies,  said  students  with  auto  insurance  problems 
make  up  a  large  part  of  the  Ombudsman’s  clientele. 
“I’d  say  we  get  almost  one  a  week  in  here  with 
problems.” 

Liability  insurance,  mandatory  in  Utah  and  most 
other  states,  “covers  the  other  guy,”  to  quote  one 
local  insurance  dealer.  The  liability  coverage  of  the 
driver  at  fault  takes  care  of  repair  work  to  all  other 
cars  involved  in  an  accident.  It  does  not  cover 
damage  to  the  car  of  the  person  at  fault. 

Some  students  aren’t  aware  that  liability  coverage 
is  mandatory  in  Utah.  Some  don’t  care.  And  some 
say  “Well,  I  was  going  to  get  it  as  soon  as  I  got  to 
town,  but  I  forgot.”  Whether  they  don’t  know,  don’t 
care,  or  forget,  the  results  can  be  the  same;  automatic 
suspension  of  their  license  for  six  months,  along  with 
the  possibility  of  other  penalties. 

“I’m  not  sure  how  strongly  they  enforce  the  law, 
but  it  is  definitely  illegal,”  Forbes  said.  “We  do  act 
upon  the  uninsured  motorists,”  affirmed  Mrs.  Maria 
McDonald,  office  supervisor  for  the  State  Division  of 
Financial  Responsibility. 

Investigations  are  made  of  every  accident,  and 
though  it  can  take  up  to  several  months,  if  a  driver  is 
found  to  be  operating  without  liability  coverage,  his 
license  is  automatically  revoked,  she  said. 

Even  if  a  person  has  liability  coverage,  problems 
may  still  arise.  Financially,  it  is  safest  to  carry  colli¬ 
sion  insurance  as  well  as  liability,  Forbes  explained. 
“Some  insurance  companies  like  to  play  a  little 
rough,”  he  said.  “If  you’re  a  little  guy  without  a  com¬ 
pany  to  represent  you,  they  might  refuse  to  cover 
your  repair  bill,  even  though  their  client  is  at  fault. 

“You  don’t  have  as  much  leverage,  if  you’re  a  little 
guy  and  you’re  not  covered  by  a  collision  policy,”  he 
said.  However,  “If  you  carry  collision  insurance  and 
the  other  guy  hits  you,  your  company  is  not  going  to 
let  the  other  company  get  away  with  it.” 

Forbes  explained  that  while  not  all  insurance  com¬ 
panies  “play  rough,”  at  times  it  is  difficult  for  in¬ 
dividuals  to  collect  from  companies.  He  cited  the 
“comparative  negligence”  rule  which  insurance  com¬ 
panies  cite  when  refusing  to  pay  repair  bills. 

Under  the  comparative  negligence  rule,  the 
amount  of  recovery  paid  by  an  insurance  company  is 
reduced,  depending  on  how  much  the  person  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  cause  of  the  accident,  said  one  area  in¬ 
surance  adjuster.  Comparative  negligence  is  an  ar¬ 
bitrary  decision,  Forbes  said.  “It’s  a  negotiable 
item.” 

He  cited  one  case  that  came  to  the  Ombudsman.  A 
student  and  his  girlfriend  were  driving  along  a  street 
in  one  of  the  local  communities.  A  mother  had  left 
her  2  1/2  year-old  child  in  a  car  with  the  motor  runn¬ 
ing,  and  as  the  student  drove  past,  the  child  put  the 
car  in  gear.  Eight  hundred  dollars  damage  was  done 
to  the  student’s  car. 

The  woman’s  insurance  company  refused  to  pay 
total  damages,  saying  the  student  should  have  been 
able  to  avoid  the  oncoming  car.  Instead,  the  company 
offered  approximately  60  percent  recovery.  When

contacted  by  the  Office  of  the  Ombudsman,  “He 
threatened  not  to  pay  a  penny  if  we  kept  bothering 
him,”  Forbes  said.

The  Ombudsman  contacted  the  Utah  State  In¬ 
surance  Commission,  which  investigated  the  com¬ 
pany.  The  company  finally  agreed  to  pay  100  per¬ 
cent.  “You’ve  got  to  be  prepared  to  fight  the  battle,” 
Forbes  concluded. 

One  option  open  to  the  consumer  is  to  fight  that 
battle  in  court.  “In  this  state  you  can’t  usually 
recover  court  costs,”  he  said.  “And  even  if  you  win, 
lawyers’  fees  and  the  like  won’t  be  included  in  the 
decision.” 

In  some  other  states,  court  costs  are  recoverable.  In 
some  states,  if  the  company  is  shown  to  be  dealing 
“not  in  good  faith,”  the  court  can  impose  a  fine.  But 
not  in  Utah,  Forbes  said.  “It’s  a  ‘no-win’  situation.” 
“If  you  win,  you  lose,  if  you  lose,  you  really  lose,”  said 
Ombudsman  Lance  Nalder.
